jjiENATOR'B'EVERIIXJE eloquently addressed the Republican State 
*"% Convent-ion at Indianapolis, Indiana, April 5, 1910,. as follows: 
*~* 
"The coming 'battle is not so much 'between political parties 


as such ns between the rights of the people and the powers of pillage. 
In this strug-gle the Republicans of -Indiana stand for the people. Our 
appeal is not to -partisans because of partisanship, but,to. citizens be- 
cause of citizenship. 


"A political party is not a group of politicians, each -with his fol- 


lowing, combining to win the spoils of .place and power. • Such an or- 
ganization is- not "a' party—it is a -band-of -.brigands, and its appeals in 
the name of the party are "mere "attempts, to'beguile aricl defraud the 
voter' for its selfish purposes. 
Such 'organizations and men are the 


tools and agents of lawless'interests which know no party,^attempt £o 
use all parties, and practice^ only the' policies -of profit. 


''We fight iiot only the .'battles of the people against..the powers 


that prey upon them, but also we fight • the battles • of civilization 
against the powers that oppose it. With all my soul I believe in the 
powers of light against the powers of darkness. 
Sometimes those 


powers of darkness and of light are arrayed in a contest as -broad as 
a state; sometimes they are arrayed in a conflict that embraces the na- 
tion. 
But-in the end they include all nations and' all,humanity. Al- 


ways, in one form or another, old privilege holds his sway; yet 
al- 


ways the people advance upon him and his hosts, and in the end the 
people triumph. 


''To me public .life has .but one meaning. It is this: here are mil- 


lions of human beings; not,one of these millions asked to be born, yet 
•born we were without our consent; not one-of us asks to die, yet die we 
must without our consent. .And in the brief space between birth and 
death all of us, except the favored few, have a hard .enough time. 
What can be done to make-the. load of all these millions lighter? 'That 
is what civilization.means.to me. What can be done to help the Amer- 
ican people give an example to all the world of the progress of civi- 
lization and human contentment?. That is.'all public life means to me.'

Keynote Speech at Stalwart Convention Hits Nonparti- 


san League; Says Radicals in Wisconsin Seek to In- 


troduce Soviet; Gov. Philipp is Given Praise 


Condemnation of the conduct of 


the La Follette delegates at the. na- 
tional republican convention; a' de- 
nunciation of the activities of the 
Non-partisan League, and a warn- 
ing to the farmers and 
laboring 


men to awaken to the menace of so- 
cialistic policies were the features of 
the keynote address delivered by S. 
H. Cady, Green BajV before the 
conservative convention this after- 
noon. 
;'The major part of the delegates 


elected to the recent national repub- 
lican convention were not republi- 
cans," said Mr. Cady, "they were 
socialists and .Non-partisan 
leagu- 


ers; this is shown'by their votes; it 
is shown by their being out.of har- 
mony with the convention in->every 
particular; their platform, their ar- 
guments and their votes would have 
been in harmony with a / national 
convention of socialists or Non-par- 
tisan Leaguers. 


'Conspicuous members of the so- 


cialist party and of the Non.-parti- 
san League prominently ..participat- 
ed in electing these so-called repub- 
lican delegates:. 
Berger, openly 


boasted that the republican dele- 
gates were elected by the socialists; 
P.O wonder that they repudiated the 
platform adopted and the candidates 
chosen at the convention. 


"But the so-called republicans in 


Wisconsin are not all 
wolves in 


sheep's clothing. There is a host 
of honest thinking men and women 
in the state, in all walks of life, 
whose reason and sympathies re- 
spond to the plain, straightforward 
unflinching declaration of principles 
found in the masterly document, the 
1D20 republican platform."

That inconsistent demands for 


shorter hoars 'of labor- and for food- 
stuffs at less cost will continue to 
reduce production on the farms and 
raise the price of food is the belief 
of Theodore Macklin, economist at 
the college of agrcoiture. . 


Mr. Macklin says consumers do 


not -always realize that too short 
hours in industry and increase in 
demand rfor labor in cities will con- 
tinue to decrease production. 


"The present demand for indus- 


trial production, the shorter hours, 
and the diversion of farm help to the 
cities," he declares, "have created 
such a demand for labor that farm 
help is extremely scarce. 
Since the 


fanner uses much that .city people 
do, and pays the same price "for it, 
besides paying other costs of pro- 
duction which have been steadily ris- 
ing, the farmer is unable to compete 
with industries in paying wages. 


At present manufacturers have an 


outlet for their.product, but when a 
clump occurs, 'or when • abnormal 
conditions are at an end, conditions 
will react to the detriment of labor. 
Demand for labor is big when prices 
are high, but a reaction is likely 
to occur which will throw met) out of 
employment." 


Estimates show that on April 1 


:he supply of farm labor was 70 per 
cent normal and the demand 110 per 
cent normal. At the same time last 
year the supply was 85 per cent and 
,he demand 101 per cent.

"These figures," says Mr. Mack- 


in, "indicate that the demand for 
arm. labor has increased since the 
vary while the supply is actually 
ess' than during the war.

"More reliable information on the 


problem of high cost of living prob- 
lems, a ' check on the diversion of 
farm help to the cities, and less talk 
of shorter hours will aid in bringing 
the country back, to normal," ac- 
cording to Mr. Macklin.
